PLANNING TO REBUILD 


Fire Beyond Control When Dis­ 
covered, and Firemen Prevent 
Flames From Spreading 


Fire of an u ndetermined origin 
early this morning destroyed the 
W. B. Norris Fertilizer company’s 
plant at Second 
and 
Oliver 
streets. The entire bu ilding in­ 
clu ding the new addition that 
had never been u sed, was razed 
by the flames. The loss was rou gh 
ly estimated |Lt between $50,000 
and $60,000 by Mr. Norris. 
Only the office bu ilding re­ 
mains at the side of the smou l­ 
dering ru ins. The fire was dis- | 
covered abou t 4:15 o’clock this 
morning by Dave Palmer who 
lives nearly. He tu rned in a box 
alarm from box 36, Second and 
Hannah streets. 
The fire was discovered only a 
short time after Eph Breece, the 
night wachman, had made his 
rou nds at 4 o’clock . At 4:15, ac­ 
cording to Palmer, the flames 
were ju st break ing throu gh at a 
point near the roof. 
A theory of defective wiring 
was advanced as the cau se of the 
costly blaze. Two store-sheds be­ 
longing to the Capitol Lu mber 
company in the rear of the Nor­ 
ris plant were damaged by the 
fire one being almost consu med. 
A bu ilding owned by the Reed 
Elevator was also ignited by the 
blaze. 
The Norris bu ilding bu rned 
with almost tinder lik e properties 
and so intense waii the heat that 
a window pane in a hou se across 
the street from the plant was 
brok en by the heat. Iron rails on 
the siding u sed for loading ferti­ 
lizer into box cars expanded with 
the heat u ntil a hu mp appeared 
in the Second street crossing and 
heavy ties were pu shed throu gh 
the grou nd to leave crevices sev­ 
eral inches in width. 
Throu gh a misu nderstanding 
at the fire department, the tru ck s 
answered the alarm to box 26 in­ 
stead of 36 and several preciou s 
minu tes were lost in driving the 
tru ck s to Perk ins and Fou rth 
streets, the location of box 26. 
The

there. The firemen were divided 
as to whether the alarm was 
from 26 or 36. 
Telephone calls 
were sent when the tru ck s failed 
to arrive. 
When the firemen reached the 
scene of the blaze it was beyond 
control and mu ch of the effort

First definite plans of the 
Ru shville Pu blic Library board to 
begin constru ction af a new li­ 
brary in this city, were made 
Tu esday afternoon at a meeting 
of the board, when a resolu tion 
was adopted in which a bond 
issu e of $20,000 was decided u pon 
as necessary to promote the pro­ 
ject. 
The library board now has al­ 
most $14,000 on hand, and a 
bu ilding costing between $30,000 
and $35,000 is to be planned. 
The board at their meeting, 
took advantage of a new act 
passed by the 1929 general assem­ 
bly, in which library boards in ci­ 
ties are given the au thority to is­ 
su e bonds. Prior to this no pro­ 
visions were made for library 
boards to issu e bonds. 
Action of the library board was 
approved by the city cou ncil last 
night, when a copy of the reso­ 
lu tion was presented to them. 
The cou ncil, in approving the 
m atter, grants them direct au ­ 
thority to proceed with their 
plans to advertise the bonds. 
The library board will soon de­ 
termine a date on which to ad­ 
vertise the bonds. The same law 
relating to remonstrances, ap­ 
plies on the project, the same as 
any bond issu e, in which a period 
of 29 days is given for ten or 
more property owners to register 
a complaint. After that period 
has elapsed, the board can sell 
the bonds, and award the con­ 
tract for constru ction.

• The court’s recent decision in the 
ca se of the St. Louis & O’Fallon 
railroad, while it doubtless has en­ 
couraged railroad and other public 
utilities owners who a lwa y s y earn 
for higher rates and greater profits, 
probably will not in itself affect the 
utilities rate structures at this time. 
• Nev ertheless, 
the 
decision 
has 
forced the I. C. C. to do a lot of 
work all ov er again and has put off 
the' day 
which 
will 
determine 
whether the railroads must surren­ 
der or be permitted to retain mil­ 
lions of dollars which is claimed by 
the gov ernment under the recap­ 
ture prov isions of the Transporta­ 
tion Act which allow them a profit 
of six per cent. 
Some of the re­ 
capture money has been paid, but 
railroads hav e held out a lot more. 
It’s Still Unsettled 
Those are the immediate results 
of the O’Fallon decision, in case 
a ny one has been confused. 
> The supreme court has left up in 
the air the question of how a .regu­ 
la ting body should v alue a public 
utility for rate-making purposes. It 
sa id the- I. C. C. decision in the 
O Fallon case was wrong because it 
didn’t take in the cost of repro­ 
duction factor, but failed to say to 
wha t ex tent that factor should be 
allowed to count. 
- 
.*•- 
The court has been lea v ing the 
issue up in the air for 30 y ears. In 
1S9S, in the famous case of Smy th 
v s. Ames, it enumerated sev eral 
factors, including “ the present as 
compared with the original cost of 
construction” and said that these 
were “ all matters for consideration, 
and are to be giv en such weight as 
may be just and right in each case.” 
That decision, of course, left it up 


to the court in the ev ent of fin'al 
appeal to determine whether or not 
each of these factors had been giv en 
proper weight. 
It gav e rate-fix ing 
commissions no y a rdstick to go by 
and they had to make up their own.; 
In 
the 
O’Fallon 
decision 
the1 
court dev oted itself principally to 
rebuking the I. C. C. for not ta king 
the reproduction cost factor into 
account. 
J ustice Stone, in his dis­ 
senting opinion, suggested in effect 
that the I. C. C., by wording its de­ 
cision differently , could hav e av oid­ 
ed this objection, but it appears to 
hav e been the idea of the commis­ 
sion that the problem ought to be 
publicly threshed out. If so, it was 
an admirable aim, but the court 
now' v irtua lly leav es the I. C. C. 
back in 1S9S with Smy th v s. Ames. 
J ustice Brandéis, in his dissent­ 
ing opinion, say s that the majority 
of the court held that the rate base 
should be the actual v alue and his 
conception of its idea has not been 
contradicted. 
Members 
of 
the 
I. C. C. point out, how*ev er, that 
actual v alue fluctuates from y ear 
to y ear and that it is a lwa y s a ter­ 
rific 
job 
to 
determine 
it. 
The 
court's majority opinion went out 
of its way , incidentally , to admit 
that no doubt the a ctua l’v alue of 
some railroads would hav e to be 
placed “ far below the cost of re­ 
production.”

Urbana, 111., (IP)—June is the 
mo st favo rable m o nth to see the 
midnight sun fo r tho se who live 
o r travel far eno ugh no rth. 
On the twenty-seco nd ox the 
m o nth the sun rises and 
sets, 
in the United States, 
farthest 
no rth o f the east and west po ints 
cf (he ho rizo n and remains 
in 
view fo r the lo ngest time. It 
s 
the date o f the summer so lstice. 
As we travel no rth the sun ris­ 
es and sets still farther 
no rth 
and is visible fo r a lo nger time 
until a latitude is reached 
at 
which it do es no t set at ail. In 
tho se regio ns in the far no rth, 
such as parts o f Alaska 
ana 
No rway, the sun remains in view 
even at midnight, when it can be 
seen ex actly abo ve the 
no rtn 
po int o f the ho rizo n. On this ac­ 
co unt it is called the midnigm 
sun. 
Owing to the earth’s ro tatio n 
o n its ax is fro m west to east, the 
celestial bo dies seem to 
mo ve 
acro ss the sky daily in .parallel 
circles fro m east to west. Tho se 
that rise ex actly in the east de­ 
scribe the greatest circle o f all, 
o f which just half is abo ve the 
ho rizo n. 
Stars that rise farther no rth 
describe smaller and smallei* cir­ 
cles; and mo re and mo re o f the 
circle is abo ve the ho rizo n; until 
finally in the no rthern sky we 
find stars who se daily co urses are 
entirely abo ve the ho rizo n. 


Astro no mers call them circum­ 
po lar stars, because they 
go 
ro und and ro und the po le with­ 
o ut setting. In the latitude 
o f 
New Yo rk the Little Dipper 
is 
Circular, and mo st o f the 
Big 
Dipper is circum-po lar as well. 
The no rth celestial po le, which 
is the center o f the daily co urses 
o f the celestial bo dies, is marked 
ro ughly by the Po le 
Ctar, 
o r 
No rth Star. This is the star Po T 
laris at the end o f the handle o f 
the Little Dipper. 
It is easy to pro v e the rule that 
no rth celestial po le is as many 
degrees abo v e the no rth ho rizo n 
as the number o f degrees in the 
latitude o f the o bserv er. Thus in 
Nw Yo rk, where the latitude is 
abo ut 40 degrees, the po le is ele­ 
v ated 40 degrees; and this is the 
radius o f the circular regio n o f 
the sky in which the stars nev er 
set. 
As we go no rth the po le rises 
and so th’e cap o f 
circumpo lar 
stars gro ws larger until, in the 
summer, it finally includes 
the 
sun, which is 23 * degrees no rth 
o f the equato r o n J une 22, and 
therefo re 6 6 * degrees fro m 
the 
celestial po le. 
In o rder to see the midnight 
sun we must go as far no rth in 
J une as latitude 6 6 * 
degrees— 
that is, to the 
arctic 
circle. 
There it can be seen fo r a day o r 
two . Still farther no rth the mid­ 
night sun is v isible fo r a lo nger 
time. At the no rth po le the sun 
remains in v iew fo r six mo nths.

LOCAL FACTORY SUFFERS HEAVILY M FIRE TODAY 


PLANNING TO REBUILD 


Fire Beyond Control When Dis- 


covered, and Firemen Prevent 


Flames From Spreading 


Fire of an undetermined origin 


early this morning destroyed the 
W. B. Norris Fertilizer company's 
plant at Second and 
Oliver 


streets. The entire building in- 
cluding the new addition that 
had never been used, was razed 
by the flames. The loss was rough 
ly estimated JLt between $50,000 
and $60,000 by Mr. Norris. 


Only the office building re- 


mains at the side of the smoul- 
dering ruins. -The fire was dis- 
covered about 4:15 o'clock this 
morning by Dave Palmer who 
lives nearly. He turned in a box 
alarm from box 36, Second and 
Hannah streets. 
, The fire was discovered only a 
short time after Eph Breece, the 
night wachman, had made his 
rounds at 4 o'clock. At 4:15, ac- 
cording to Palmer, the flames 
were just breaking through at a 
point near the roof. 


A theory of defective wiring 


was advanced as the cause of the 
costly blaze. Two store-sheds be- 
longing to the Capitol Lumber 
company in the rear 'of the Nor- 
ris plant were damaged by the 
fire one being almost consumed. 
A building owned by the Reed 
Elevator was also ignited by the 
blaze. 


The Norris building burned 


with almost tinder like properties 
and so intense was the heat that 
a window pane in a house across 
the street from the plant was 
broken by the heat. Iron rails on 
the siding used^for loading ferti-

representative of the state fire marshal's office, 
the great loss that results each year from the fire 
demon, which is pictured as a national disgrace. 


Somebody'with a passion for mathematics 


has figured that the annual fire loss in the United 
States costs each citizen $5. This is a graphic 
way of presenting a problem which ought to be 
given every consideration 
by all responsible 


people during fire prevention week. 


When we are told that each of us is per- 


mitting negligence on a national scale to take a 
$5 bill from us and reduce it to ashes we are like- 
ly to see fire prevention in a new light. This is 
something that concerns us as well as the neigh- 


daughter of Henry VIII and Anne Boleyn was 
born. There .is greater tonnage and 'speed in 
some of the river pleasure yachts than was in Sir 
Francis Drake's ship that destroyed the Armada. 


A century and a half ago Malthus worried 


over the fate of the human race and already 
world population, close to. the 2,000,000,000 mark, 
approaches the mark he set for poverty, starva- 
tion, deterioration and death. Yet, today we are 
better clothed, housed and fed than Malthus arid 
his contemporaries were. 
And we enjoy thou- 


sands of conveniences of which he never dream- 
ed. In the United States the per capita wealth 
has mounted from $624 in 1870 to $2,919 in 1922.

average fire death toll was also appalling.

T-.nd'es bssed on a .year's reports produced the 
conclusion that we build eight new buildings and 
permit fire to destroy one of them. The national 
board of underwriters says our annual property 
loss would if concentrated, amount to total de- 
struction of a city with 10,000 homes and 40,000 
inhabitants.

• The court's recent decision in the 
case of the St. Louis &_ O'Fallon 
railroad, -while it doubtless has en- 
couraged railroad and other public 
utilities owners who always yearn 
for higher rates and greater profits, 
probably will not in itself affect the 
utilities rate structures at this time. 
\ Nevertheless, the decision has 
forced the I. C. C. to. do a lot of 
•wqrk all dver again and has put off 
the* day which will determine 
•whether the railroads must surren- 
der or be permitted to retain milr 
lions of dollars which is claimed by 
the government under the recap- 
ture provisions of the Transporta- 
tion Act which allow them a profit 
of six per cent. 
Some of the re- 


capture money has been paid, but 
railroads have held out a lot more. 


It's Still Unsettled 


Those are the immediate results 


'of the O'Fallon decision, in case 
anyone has been confused. 
> The supreme court has left up in 
'the air.the question of how aj-egu- 
ilating-body should value a public 
utility for rate-making purposes. It 
said the- I. C. C. decision in the 
d'Fa'llon case was wrong because it 
didn't take in the cost of repro- 
duction factor, but failed to say to 
•what extent that factor should be 
allowed to count.

The court has been leaving the 


issue up in the air for 30 years. In 
1S9S, in the famous case of Smyth 
vs. Ames, it enumerated several 
factors, including "the present as 
compared with the original "'cost of 
construction" and said that these 
•\verc-"all matters for consideration, 
and are to be given such weight as 
may be just and right in each case." 


That decision, of course, left it up 


to" the "court in the event of fin'al 
appeal to determine whether or not 
each of these factors had been given 
proper weight. It gave rate-fixing; 
commissions no.yardstick to go by; 
and they had to 'make up their own.'. 


In the O'Fallon 
decision the; 


court devoted itself principally to 
rebuking the I.' C. C. for not taking 
the reproduction cost factor int» 
account. Justice Stone, .in his dis-, 
sen ting opinion, suggested in effect 
that the I. C. C., by wording its de-| 
cision differently, could have avoid-; 
ed this objection, but it appears to, 
have been the idea of the commis- 
sion that the problem ought to be 
publicly threshed out. If so, it was 
an admirable aim, but the'court- 
now virtually leaves the I. C.:GJ 
back in 1SSS -with Smyth vs. Ames.| 


Justice BrandeiS, in his dissent- 


ing opinion, says that the majority. 
of the court held that the rate base 
should be the actual .value and his 
conception of its idea has not been 
contradicted. 
Members 
of 
the 


I._C. C. point out, however, that 
actual value fluctuates from yea"r 
to year and that it is always a ter- 
rific job to determine it. 
The 


court's majority opinion went out- 
of its way, incidentally, to admit 
that no doubt the actual'value of 
some railroads would have to be 
placed "far 'below the cost of re- 
production." 


A Tough Problem ^ 


• As long as the supreme court con- 
tinues to lay down no general rule 
as to the relative weight which 
rate-making bodies should give to 
various valuation factors, it is like- 
ly to be up against such a problem 
as would be presented if a state 
commission in one state gave re- 
production cost1 60 per cent weight 
in determining a utility valuation 
and another in another'.state gave 
a similar utility's reproduction cdst 
only five per cent 'weight—and 
both cases, were carried to the 
supreme court. Such an occurrence 
would make it much more difficult 
for the court toimaintain its present 
position.

MORE DAMAGE THAN FIRE 


Bloomington, 
HI.—(IP)—Wet 


soy beans, soaked when water 
was pumped on the Funk soy 
bean elevator to extinguish a 
fire, caused as much destruction 
as the flames.

Thus in 
Nw York, where the latitude is 
about 40 degrees, the pole is ele- 
vated 40 degrees; and this is the 
radius of the circular region of 
the sky in which the stars never 
set. .

As we go north the pole rises 


and so the cap of circumpolar 
stars grows larger until, in the 
summer, it finally includes; the 
sun. 
which is 23i degrees north 


of the equator on June 22, and 
therefore 66^. degrees from 
the

In order to see the midnight 


sun we must go as far north hi 
June as latitude 664 degrees— 
that .is, to the 
arctic circle. 


There it can be seen for a day or 
two Still farther north the mid- 
night sun is visible for a longer 
time.
